A merchant in London, who two and twenty 
years ago ſucceeded not to the integrity, the 
virtue, the generoſity, or public ſpirit, but to 
the ſeat of Mr. Wilkes for the borough of 
Ayl-1b--y. Before the paſſing of Sir P. Clerke's 
bill it was not wonderful that this reſpectable 
member ſhould find a good market for his mer- 
chandize with government, and ſhould, in the 
ſucceſſion of events, recommend himſelf to Lord 
N-rth for a principal ſhare in the beneficial con- 
tracts of the American war, Few perſons 
ſeem to have formed their friendſhips more 

judiciouſly; 
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judiciouſly; but having followed this noble 
Lord, as he had done former Miniſters, into 
the Adminiſtration formed by the Coalition, 
upon their diſmiſſion, he, for the firſt time, 
erred in his calculation, and ſupported Mr.

Nothing was 
now wanting to eſtabliſh the prophetical credit 
of this gentleman, who might in time have ri- 
valled even poor Robin and Patridge. Twenty 
four hours cloſed this viſion ; and the electors 
of H-rtf-rd, by voting unanimouſly an addreſs, 
to the King, and rejecting Mr. B-k-r, gave to 
that gentleman the exa& eſtimate in which they 
held his parliamentary wiſdom and exertions in 
the- detection of this gunpowder treaſon, his 
lecture upon Back Stairs, and, above all, his 
panegyric upon the virtue, integrity, and mo- 
deration of Mr, FOX.

HITHERTO repreſentative for the county 
of S-f-k, a ſeat, which his anceſtors have 
frequently filled.

A name little known, except for the miſ- 
conduct and misfortunes of one of the family, 
till the weak and ruinous ſyſtem of Lord N—h 
in the government of this Kingdom had diſpoſed 
the body of the People, and particularly of the 
County of M-dl-\{-x, to the election of any one, 
upon whom they could depend for oppoſition to 
meaſures. In ſearching the Houſe of Commons 
they could not find one, who had been uni- 


formly more perſonal in his execration of that 


Miniſter than Mr. B-ng. This was his primary 


recommendation; and how well he has juſti- 
fied the diſcernment of his electors, appeared from 
the forward and active part which he took in 
forming the Coalition. From the indignation 
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of the Public, and from the rejection which 
has enſued, he may collect his own condemna- 
tion. His advertiſement complains that he has 
fallen the victim to an ariſtocracy, This Gen- 
tleman's opinion upon that ſubject muſt be cu- 
rious, as his language and conduct always pro- 
feſſed to juſtify their G s of and 
of P -tl--d, for the very meaſure, of which he 
ſo bitterly complains in their Gra--s of N d 
and N —— le.

FEW men could have been ſo ill ſpared by 
his party as the Member for Y-rk, in the per- 
ſon of L-rd J-n C-v-d-ſh; for, beſides the 
eclat of being ſupported by the Repreſentative 
of that populous City, they looked to his name 
and reputed virtues to ſupply them with that 
quantum of character, which Mr. F-x knows to 
be necctlary ; but for which, by this very ap- 
peal, he acknowledges that his friends do not

To his property Lord F-w—m has 
ſucceeded ; and one ſhort month has taught him 
how little he has inherited of that dignity, re- 
ſpet, and public confidence, which in the 
hands of Lord R-ck-gham guided the county 
and city of Y-rk.

times gives the ſame title to the great C- ke of 
N-rf-lk. The property of this young man, 
his connections in that county, and the credit, 
which he took for perfe& independence made 
him, in the hands of Mr. F-x, an uſeful engine 
for the purpoſes to which he applied him. In the 
character of an independent county Member, he 
was to be ſuppoſed to ſpeak the ſenſe of his 
conſtituents; and as ſuch, the propoſitions 
moved by him in Parliament gained a reſpect, 
to which, it is now no breach of privilege to 


ſay, they would not otherwiſe have been entitled. 


The Dzmon of Malice might indeed whiſper that 
the promiſe of a peerage did not leave this gen- 
tleman wholly as independent as he proſeſſed to 
be; and that it was equally indifferent to the 
freeholders of N-rf-Ik whether the coronet or 
the penſion had been ultimately the reward of 
his ſervices. In their opinion however, the con- 
nection itfelf was a crime of a magnitude not 
to be overlooked. When weighed with ſuch an 
offence, his boundleſs acres in that county, the 
reſpect to his family, the ſplendour of his eſta- 
bliſhment, were circumſtances outweighed in a 
moment; and notwithſtanding the generous at- 
tempt of his former colleague to ſave him, the 
freeholders of N-rf-Ik rejected in Mr, C-ke the 
unpalatable principles of Mr, F O X. 
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ON the plains of Germ—y, and in the 


Cabinet of Great B—t—n, this gentleman has 


been inceflantly haunted with that perplexing 
difficulty which the late Dr. J-mes ſo judici- 


ouſly adviſed him to guard againſt in his own 


family — the difficulty of forming a decifion 
when two objects prefented themſelves. The 
advice of his friend may be expreſſed in few 
words, for it was nothing more than to ſtop up 
one of the port holes in his wat-r el- ft, left 
ſome accident ſhould befal him, while he was 
making his election between the two. If there- 
fore we behold him the panegyriſt of L—d 
N—h in the outſet of his Miniſtry, and his 


warm opponent at the cloſe of it*: If we ſee 


him holding up Mr. F-x as the prodigy of 


nature in one month, and refuſing to reſign 
with him the next: If again we find him one 
day praiſing L—d Shelb—ne's Peace, and on 


another joining the Coalition, which condemned 


it; we muſt refer it to that ſame unfortunate, 


but innocent ſource.
